WASHINGTON, Juno 18 (/Py-The lupreme court at 2:82 p.m. (EDT) today completed 
hearing arguments on whether to revorso thestay of execution granted by Justice William 
0. Douglas to Julius and Ethel Boaenherg, convicted atom spies. The nine justices left the 
bench without any word as to when they will announce the decision. 

In New York, meanwhile, a new motion to save the condemned on the ground that Feieral 
Judge Irving .R. Kaufman' 



lacked the power to sentence 
them was filed in federal 
court. 

The Kovenunent urged th* su- 
preme court to overturn at once 
Justice William O. Douglas* order 
blocklns todays scheduled execu- 
tion of the Rosenbergs. 

But an attorney lor tha husband 
and wife spy team told the high 
court It was aotlng with "unseem- 
ihg haste" .at Its historic session 
and that "this Is not the decent 
way to decide this question."

Among the reports is the much-discussed Cotton report 
which gives strong support to the high dam. as against three 
low-head-dams, proposed by the Idaho Power company. The 
Cotion report says Idaho Power plans are not economically 
feasible, while a report Issued 
by the bureau of reclamation 
at Denver elolms the high dam 
would be superior In volume of pow- 
er production to the Idaho Power 
dams, ' . . 

At Boise, Lynn Orandal], Snake 
river wotmnoster for the state 
reclamation department snd district 
engineer for the U. B, geologltal 
survey at Idaho FaVi, and Bsymood 
A. Son Proncisco consulting 
engineer, disagree on the, effect 
further expansion of IrrlgaUon 
would have.
